The 
total Japanese losses are reported to 
Iiave- been nearly 7,000. 


The correspondent adds that it is 


possible the attack will not be renew- 
ed but that the Japanese will continue 


• to besiege the town until thf Russians 
are forced to capitulate by the lack of 
food. 


Kuropatkin Reports Today, 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 23.— (Bulletin) 


— The following dispatch has been re- 
ceived from General Kuropatlvin: 


"The offensive movement 
by 
the 


Japanese, near Ezantchan, or. Saturday 
continued till 4 p. m. The fighting wa: 
indecisive, tho.ugh the Japanese ad- 
vance was stayed by the Russian fire. 


"Although fighting has continued for 


the past three- days, the spirit ot the 
troops continues excellent. 


"There has been no reports receiv 


ed of any fighting last night." 


Very Cold In Manchuria. 


Rome, Nov. 28. — Ai message from 


Tokyo today says bitter cold prevails 
throughout. Manchuria. 
The cold is 


especially intense about the Shahke 
river, where the armies of the Fielc" 
Marshal Oyama and General Kuropat 
l;iii face each other. Five of General 


did not attempt to push home the at- 
tack in the face of Russian military 
fire. A terrific storm vras experienced 
here on Saturday, and residents ex- 
pect a repetition of such weather, co- 
incident with typhoons off the coast, 
until March. The temperature now is 
below freezing. The inhabitants of 
leaky huts are in a pitiable condition." 


Kuropatkin reports a description of 


a Japanese attack on Nov. 24 against 
a Russian detachment near Esink- 


The fighting," General 
Kuropatkin 


says, "was fierce, almost amounting to 
a bayonet engagement; but the enemy 
were repulsed and suffered severely. 
The attack was renewed the following 
morning, the Japanese having been re- 
inforced, but again were repulsed, and 
at 4 o'clock in the morning a blizzard 
and fog greatly hindered artillery fire. 
The Japanese continued to advance 
under cover of the fog, but our forces 
held their positions and the firing sub- 
sequently 
slackened. The 
Russian 


losses were nine killed and 57 wound- 
ed. On Nov. 26 the Japanese resumed 
the offensive and endeavored to en- 
velop our left flank while advancing 
against our center. I have received 
no later reports." General Kuropatkin 
also describes the bayoneting of 20 
Japanese belonging to a patrol during 
a reconnaissance the night of Nov. 25. 


Reports a Defeat 


Tokyo, Nov. 28. — Imperial headquar- 


ters has issued the following an- 
nouncement: "The works for our at- 
tack having been nearly completed at 
Sunghu mountain (Port Arthur), and 
the forts lying eastward 
therefrom, 


a general assault was made on the 
afternoon of Nov. 26, but owing to the 
enemy's stubborn resistance our ob- 
ject has not yet been accomplished. 
The fight still continues." 


Japanese Diet Meets. 


Tokyo, No\. 28. — The Japanese Diet 


assembled today. The session will be 
formally opened tomorrow by the Mi- 
kado, with a speech from the throne.

"To insure peace in the oriemt and 


to safeguard our national existence is 
the aim and purpose of our empire, 
and no sacrifice shall be too great for 
successfully 
effecting this 
purpose. 


Russia must see that the war can not 
be concluded by the issues of a few 
battles. With us the war means life 
or death, and not one of our 45,000,000 
brethren remains ignorant of the vital 
issueatstatke. We are prepared to sac-

graphs that the Japanese assault on 
Port Arthur has been repulsed with 
heavy loss. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—A dispatch 


from ilukden says: 


"There have been the usual small 


Bldrmishes. 
Vilmanstranski's sharp- 


shooters took a Japanese advanced po- 
sition Saturday, driving out the Jap- 
anese at the point of the bayonet. The 
enemy left 20 dead and the Russian 
loss was three. The Japanese attacked 
the Russian lines at several places, 
taking advantage of a snowstorm on 
one occasion, but in all cases were 
repulsed. 
The village of Erdago con- 


tinues to be the scene of frequent 
email fights. The Japanese made a 
tentative attack there on Nov. ,25, but 


rifice our last man and our last cent 
for this war. 


"The delay in the decisive result of 


our siege at Port Arthur gives Russia 
hope of being able to relieve the gar- 
rison, and for this purpose she re- 
solved to empty her naval defense at 
iome, while on land corps after corps 
has been mobilized and sent eastward. 
The military-and naval plan of Russia 
seems to center in the relief of Port 
Arthur, 
and General 
Kuropatkin's 


southward advance, which resulted in 
his serious defeat, had the relief of 
the garrison as its sole object. The 
Russian emperor's instructions to Ku- 
ropatkin not to retire beyond Mukden 
were designed to raise the gloom that 
had been hanging over the people of 
Russia since the defeat of Russian 
arms at the battle of Liaoyang, and 
Kuropatkin assumed the aggressive 
perhaps against his own judgment. 
Everything seems to hinge on the 
fall of Port Arthur, but I do not con- 
sole myself with the thought that the 
capture of that ill-fated fortress will 
bring the war to a speedy termination. 
Its capture will give occasion for re- 
newed plans of warfare by Russia, 
and I am watching keenly for such 
new developments. 


The domestic condition of Japan is 


highly satisfactory. The diet might be 
summed up by saying that from the 
2rst it planted itself firmly in opposi- 
tion to the government on financial 
questions. After my appointment fric- 
tion became increasingly violent. The 
two parties, the constitutionalists and 
the congressionists, held a combina- 
tion in opposition to my ministry. But 
when the war came this friction entire- 
ly ceased, and the house of represen- 
tatives, which once refused to pass a 
budget of $22,000,000 as excessive and 
unbearable, gave a ready and willing 
assent to the first war budget of $288,- 
000,000. 
At this session of the diet 


the government will be compelled to 
present a budget calling for $388.000, 
000, and indications are that it will be 
passed without the slightest difficulty. 
Our crops this year exceed their 
average value by $50,000,000. Our for- 
eign trade shows an improvement 
over that of 1903, and I expect it will 
reach a total of $350,000.000. The 
prices of commodities have slightly in, 
creased, but our financial and eco- 
nomic conditions remain unaffected. 
This has probably surprised onr en- 
emy, for it exceeds our own erpecta 
tions. We are redoubling our energies, 
working 
diligently, 
living 
frugally, 


and going forward in this war unhesi- 


Cincinnati, Nov. 28.—At the central 


police station here, a man believed to 
be prominently connected 
in Ger- 


many committed suicide by hanging 
himself in his cell. 
He was regis- 


tered as Max Rickhardt, 27, Germany, 
at the police headquarters. As he reg- 
istered at three hotels here under dif- 
ferent names and under other names 
in St. Louis and elsewhere throughout 
the country, he was called "the Ger- 
man prince of many aliases." He was 
tall, fine looking and 
faultlessly 


dressed. Sunday he was moaning 
about "Liddie," and repeatedly said 
"she will never know what became ol 
me," etc. Letters were 
found ad- 


dressed to Liddie Lang, Reichensback 
Saxony, Germany, and he repeatedly 
said she was waiting there for his re- 
turn. He prayed she would never hear 
of his downfall. He was arrested last 
Tuesday at the Grand hotel, where he 
had registered as Clemen Christian 
Lanteren, and charged with being a 
hotel thief. 


The dead man had passports and 


letters of recommendation that, it ia 
alleged, were stolen from a prominent 
German -army officer named Luteren. 
at the Jefferson hotel in St. Louis. 
Previously he had registered at the 
Gibson House here as Julius Auer, a 
traveling jewelry man, whose trunk 
was worth $12,000, he claimed. Later 
the real Auer arrived and found some 
of the valuables gone from his trunk. 
Then the princely German was traced 
to the St. Nicholas hotel here, where 
he had registered as Max Greiner. 
Since 
his arrest telegrams 
have 


poured into Cincinnati from other 
cities, and especially from St. Louis, 
inquiring about the 
alleged "slick 


hotel thief." 


TRADE TREATY f 


Open Negotiations With 


the United States In the Ne.ar 


Future. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 28.—As soon 


as the new Russo-German treaty is 
ratified Russia expects to open nego- 
tiations for the revision of commercial 
treaties with other powers. 
One of 


the most important results doubtless 
will be the ending of the trade war 
with the United States that arose over 
the 
imposition of a countervailing 


duty on Russian sugar a few years 
ago. 
Russia retaliated, imposing the 


maximum duty on American goods, 
practically ending American importa- 
tions and destroying the growing Rus- 
sian market for American manufac- 
tured goods. The loss to American 
trade has been about $10,000,000 an- 
nuallv. 


INFANT 


Said To Have Been Roasted Before a 


Furnace Fire By Its 


Mother. 


New York, TKov. 28.—According to 


the police Ida Englehardt, a young 
German woman under arrest in Pater- 
son, N. J., has confessed that she 
roasted her infant before a furnace 
fire until it had been fatally burned. 
The young woman was employed by 
Moses T. Laforge In Paterson. Mr. 
Laforge found the infant in an ash 
barrel. The child was alive, but parts 
of its body were badly burned, and the 
little one died in a hospital. Investi 
sstion resulted in the arrest of Ida En- 
glehardt, who said she was the mother 
of the baby, and confessed that she 
carried it to the cellar and exposed 
the body to the heat of the furnace.

schedule time the special train carry- 
ing President Roosevelt, his wife and 
daughter and members of his party, 
departed from the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition, where it had been parked 
since the arrival of the presidential 
party Saturday morning, for Washing- 
ton. 
Xone of the party had retired 


when the train left 
the exposition 


grounds, and just before the signal 
was given to the engineer to start the 
return journey President Roosevelt 
walked to the rear observation plat- 
form, 
where he was 
immediately 


joined by the other gentlemen in the 
party. 


Careful preparations were taken by 


the officers to insure the personal 
safety of the president. Watchfulness 
was not relaxed for an instant. The 
president's carriage was surrounded 
by secret service officers, and two 
picked sergeants of the Eighth United 
States cavalry rode one on each side 
of the carriage, both going to and re- 
turning from the church. 


Sunday was a busy day for the 


president and party. After a late 
breakfast at the residencfe of Truas- 
urer, Thompson of the exposition. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Alice Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary and Mrs. Loeb and Dr. Rixey. 
the president and party attended di- 
vine service at the Second Presby- 
terian church. Long before the hour 
of arrival the streets in that vicinity 
were banked with people almost from 
curb to curb. The crowd was handled 
admirably. As President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt descended the steps of the 
residence to enter their carriage, the 
people 
respectfully 
uncovered, but 


tKere was no noisy demonstration. 
Both he and Mrs. Roosevelt acknowl- 
edged the pilent salutation of the 
crowd, the former by tipping his hat 
and the latter bv bowing and smilina;. 


At 4 p. m. the party went for an ex 


tended drive. 
In the carriage with 


the president were Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Secretary Loeb and Mayor Wells o£ 
St. Louis. Other members of the part? 
followed in carriages. The drive ex- 
tended through Forest park and over 
the residential boulevaids m that sec- 
tion of the city. 


The president and Mrs. Roosevelt, 


Secretary and Mrs. Loeb, Dr. Rixey, 
Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, were enter- 
tained at dinner at 8 p. m. by Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Francis at their residence. After 


the dinner the president and party re- 
turned to the Thompson residence. 
At 10:15 o'clock they left in carriages 
for the exposition ground, where their 
special train has been held awaiting 
their departure for Washington.

I remember that on 
one Sunday twenty-four coffina hiy bo- 
fore me as I entered my pulpit to 
preach. Oh, that we might have a rep- 
etition of that glorious regeneration 
here."

grow -wider, and it was not long before 
the congregation had a uew guide.—

Priests, -women and courtiers rule

eastern view of the west. The writer 
says: 


Our civilization is the

lif.-t, but neither. I submit, duos? it folium 
thd.1 it is the worst. 
On the contrary, 


such antiquity i.s, ut any rat", a proui 
that our hismutiot.s have guarantied tu 
us a stability lui" which we sr-areh in vain 
umuns the nations of Kurope. 
I'ut nut 


only is our civilization stal.il"; it fcmbo(i»f-a. 
as v.-f think, a moral order, while in >ours 
we 
detect 
only 
an 
tcunornic 
chaos. 


Whether your religion be better than ours 
I do not ut prose:.t dispute, bus, it is cer- 
tain that it has loss inlluence on your 
society. 
You profess Christianity, 
but 


yuiir civilization has never been Chris- 
tian, whereas ours is Confucian through 
and through. But to say that it i.s Con- 
fucian is to say that it is moral, or. at 
least, 
that moral relations are 
those 


which it primarily contemplates, where- 
as with you (so it seems to us> tconomic 
relations come first, and upon these you 
endeavor afterward to graft as much 
morality as they will admit. 


The Chinese and English views of 


the family are then compared, in the 
one case the child being trained to in- 
dividualism, to venturesomeness and 
competition, and in the other to con- 
tinue lifelong In the relations to which 
he is born. The Chinese look first to 
society, then to the individual. As a 
man begins so he ends, a member of 
his family group, and to this condition 
the whole theory and practice of his 
life conform. He is taught to worship 
his ancestors, to honor and obey his 
parents and to prepare himself at an 
early age for the duties of husband 
and father. Says the writer: 


Xo man in China is isolated save by his 


own fault. 
If it is not so easy for him 


to grow rich as with you. neither is it so 
easy for him to starve; if he has not the 
motive to compete, neither lias he the 
temptation to cheat and oppress. Free 
at once from the torment and the appre- 
hension of distress, he has leisure to spare 
from the acquisition of the means of liv- 
ing for life itself. 
He has both the in- 


stinct nnd the opportunity to appreciate 
the gifts of nature, to cultivate manners 
and to enter into humane and disinter- 
ested relations with his fellows. The re- 
sult is a type which we cannot but regard 
as superior, both morally and aesthetically, 
to the great hulk of your own citizens of 
Europe. Admitting that we are not what 
you call a progressive people, we yet per- 
ceive that progress may be bought too 
dear. We prefer our own moral to your 
material advantages, and we are .deter- 
mined to cling to institutions which, we 
believe, insure us the former even at the 
risk of excluding ourselves from the lat- 
ter. 


In the opinion of this writer western 


people subordinate life to wealth, lie 
says: ''They are less cheerful, less con- 
tented, less industrious, less law abid- 


ing; 
their occupations are more un- 


healthy both for body and mind; they 
are crowded into cities and factories, 
divorced from nature and the owner- 
ship of the soil." 


As to government in China, we read 


here: 


You rnn hardly realize the condition of 


a people that are able almost wholly to 
dispense with it. Yet such is our case. 


Government with us is based on the 


consent of the people to a degree which 
you in the west can hardly understand, 
much irss imitate. 


In China government is neither arbi- 


trary nor indispensable. Destroy all our 
authorities, central and provincial, and 
our life will proceed very much as before. 
The law we obey is the law of our own 
nature. Come what may. the family re- 
mains, with all that involves; the atti- 
tude of the mind remains, the spirit of 
order, industry and thrift. 


Confucianism, 
according to 
this 


writer, is the exponent of the ideal of 
work. "The duty of man is to labor, 
and primarily to labor on the soil is a 
fundamental postulate of our religion; 
hence the worship of Mother Earth, 
the source of all increase; hence tluj 
worship of heaven, the giver of light 
and rain.'' This ideal the writer con- 
trasts with that of the Christian world 
by saying that the latter is "one not of 
labor on earth, but of contemplation 
in heaven; not of the unity of the hu- 
man race, but of the coini.umion of 
saints.'' 


It is well to note in passing this Lou 


don inspired review before American 
renders that neither the court of St. 
James, nor London, the modern Baby- 


lon, 
nor even all England, can furnish 


the highest iype of western Civilization 
in the sociologic sense. Extensive and 
populous rural districts show that civ- 
ilization is at its best. 
Furthermore. 


Chinese civilization appears to be a 
case of arresti>d development rather 
than of the highest development. 
It 


resembles the patriarchal r-ia-le with- 
out tho patriarch and the tribal with- 
out the headsman. 


If the nil*' holds trood in Sinfh Amer- 


ica that railroads are civilizing agents, 
there is a prospect of improvement 
among our neighbors on the south 
when the Pnn-Atuerionn lino is com 
pleted. It will extend to Buenos Ayre* 
and cross Central America. Argentina. 
Chile. Bolivia and Peru, terminating 
at the great waterways of the southern 
continent. Chile. Bolivia and Peru are 
pushing the work of construction with 
great energy.

Politicians and committee- 


men, 
who nowadays make extensive 


use of the telephone in campaigning, 
keep in touch with all the strategic-

Supply of Oxygen For Firemen. 
An experiment has recently been 


made in Paris with an ingenious ap- 
paratus, invented by M. Uuglielininettl 
and M. Draeger, by means of which it 
is possible to remain without fear of 
asphyxia in places where it would 
otherwise be impossible to breathe. 
The apparatus is automatic—that is, it 
has no connection with the air outside. 


It is composed of a tube containing 


a provision of oxygen sufficient to last 
a man for breathing- purposes for more 
than an hour and a helmet of alumin- 
ium fitting the head exactly by means 
of a pneumatic pad. 
The oxygen is 


supplied automatically to the man's 
mouth and the air exhaled is received 
iu a compressible bag. 


It passes through a regenerator with 


granulated caustic potash, which ab- 
sorbs all the carbonic acid. A fireman, 
provided with this apparatus, went 
down into a cellar in -which piles of 
damp straw had been lighted, and al- 
though there was suffocating smoke 
from this he remained in it for nearly 
three-quarters of an hour without be- 
ing at all inconvenienced by it.—Eng- 
lish World's Work. 


The Telephone Ear. 


A peculiar development of the sense 


of hearing has been discovered as be- 
ing the result of the use of the tele- 
phone. 
Most people when using the 


instrument bold the receiver to the 
left enr because it comes more natural 
to adjust the mouthpiece with the right 
hand. So it happens that from an ex- 
tensive use of the telephone the hear- 
ing of the loft ear is sharpened at the 
expense of the risrht. In the majority 
of cases the difference between the two 
is not very great, but in some persons 
it is alarmingly so.

coming directly on them and in a tone 
which is stranee that it sets up a re 
action which has a cumulative effect 
and upsets them.

miuieiit, wtiicn was conceived by Mrs. 
Arthur Paget, an American, while ly- 
ing ou her sickbed and which is to 
take place next summer in aid of King 
Edward's hospital fund, is uo\v well 
developed, says a special cable dis- 
patch from London to the New York 
Herald. 


There does not seem any intention of 


copying the historical Eglinton tourna- 
ment. In fact, it is to be run on quite 
different lines by the College of Her- 
alds, who will see that the whole tour- 
nament and the jousting shall be car- 
ried out in an absolutely correct man- 
ner. 


With regard to those taking part in 


it, "gentlemen by blood"—that is to say, 
of four descents—are alone eligible. 
It is expected some wonderful old ar- 
mor will be seen, though the doubt ia 
expressed whether owners of valuable 
old armor will lend their choicest speci- 
mens to be knocked about as they ate 
bound to be in contests of sucli a char- 
acter. 


Outside the lists.will be the heraldic 


trees—a cherry, which will be painted 
white; a pineapple in the center, paint- 
ed white nnd red, and a pear tree, all 
red.

knights, according to heraldic preced- 
ence. 


When Mrs. Paget mentioned her idea 


to the king on one of his majesty's vis- 
its to her bedside he at once heartily 
approved the whole scheme, and a 
committee has since been formed, of 
which the king has also approved, con- 
sisting of Prince Francis of Teck, Sir 
Schomberg McDonnell, who is head of 
the office of works; Lord Cheylesmore, 
whose organizing powers are' well 
known; Lord Howard de Walden, who 
is always very keen to anything to do 
with fencing or heraldic matters; Lord 
Dillon, Sir William Carrington, repre- 
senting the Prince of Wales' house- 
hold; Mr. Faruharn Burke, the Somer- 
set Herald, and Mr. Guy Lnking, son 
of Sir Francis Laking, who is tha 
great authority on armor. 


A larger committee, headed by th« 


Prince of Wales, will lend their names 
to insure a very brilliant success. The 
queen, the Princess of Wales, the Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, Princess 
Christian, Princess Louise (Duchess of 
Argyll), Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg, Princess Louise of Battenberg 
and several other royal ladies have al- 
ready promised their patronage,' and it 
naturally goes without saying that 
most of the peerage will do the same. 


In all probability the tournament wilt 


take place about June 16. It may be 
held in the grounds of one of the big- 
gest private residences in London, but 
this is not settled yet. Otherwise Olyni- 
pia will be chosen. It is expected that 
the Duke of Norfolk, as earl marshal 
of England, will take a prominent part 
in assisting the college of heralds with 
the arrangement. 


There has been some question as to 


who will be the "queen of beauty," as 
there is a probability that the Duch- 
ess of Sutherland, certainly one of the 
loveliest women in England, may ac 
cept the honor. 


When a tournament takes place it is 


necessary that a challenge should be 
issued by certain knights or nobles. In 
this case Lord Harrington, Lord How- 
ard de Walden and two other noble- 
men will sign it, and in due course the 
.challenge will be accepted.' There is 
also n likelihood that a challenge will 
be issued to foreign countries, when 
it is hoped knights from France, Ger- 
many, Austria, Spain and Belgium 
may compete. 


The whole scheme is on so magnifi- 


cent a scale that a considerable sum 
of money will be required, but no aux- 
iety is felt on that score. It is said 
that some of the seats will cost £25 
each, but the prices are not settled. 
Yet one well known American woman 
has promised to bring a hundred 
friends over from the United States, 
taking the seats herself for the whole 
number.

Moreover, rice can be imported from 
the southern countries of Asia, such as 
Siiim, Anani and Burma, whence Ja- 
pan has long been importing it. 


Furthermore, the 
recent improve- 


ments in rice production of the south- 
ern states of the United States will in 
time supply Japan. 
The colonization 


of Texas by the Japanese, already 
started last year, may be further ex- 
tended. Already tiiere are a hundred 
Japanese rice farmers in that state. 
The colony may grow in the course of 
years to furnish places for thousands 
of Japanese farmers who may after 
the war leave their own country to try 
their fortune in the new world. 


But Japan, which hitherto has been 


an agricultural country, now gives 
every indication that she will become a 
manufacturing 
nation 
before long. 


China lias abundant natural resources. 
These Japan will draw upon as raw 
material? for her manufactures. 


In Manchuria after the war, even 


though the territory be returned to 
China, the influence of the Japanese 
immigrants will be dominant. They 
will enter into various enterprises. And 
in a generation they wil! doubtless es- 
tablish a permanent colony and then 
make a new nation, as the Anglo-Saxons 
hnve done in America. They niny be- 
come powerful enough to protect the 
interests of both the old and the new 
country against the grasping hand of 
Russia. Thus they will relieve the old 
country of the greater part of her mili- 
tary responsibility in the new county.

lie surface. It is only vhere 
the 


H>ien of the ordinary tree has influ- 
enced the seedless crop that seeds are 
'ound. 


No blossom is visible at any lime 


on th-i seedless apple tree. 
There is 


a smail quantity of pollen,

lot over one-twentieth of the amount 
that there is on the common apple 
tn>e blossom 
A green bud appears 


on tb3 seedies-s tree, which much re- 
t-^mbles the bud on the common apple 
tree after the flower is removed, but

A cavity i^ observed, at one end sim- 


ilar to that en Uie naval orange of 
\r. years ago. 
The end of the apple 


is almost an exact reproduction of the 
naval orange as it was at its earlier 
stfge.

entire!;-' filled the former cavity at the 
naval end. 


These seedless apples grow as large 


ns tha ordinary winter apple and con- 
tain as miK-h juice. Thcv are one of 
the latest varieties to mat'iro in Colo- 
rado: in fact, they ari-- not thoroughly 
ripened before the 13th 
ot 
October. 


Hut tbe lateness oi the- soason affects 
this extraordinary apple not at all: 
Inte frosts leave the seedless trees still 
biari'^.; when its neighbors with seeds 
are barren nnd forlorn. 


The meat is very firm anil hard and 


the apples arc ono of the largest keep- 
ers that prow in 
Giiinil 
valley. In 


color the apples are red when

matured.
